What 
is ils extent? © Why; w 
aus a reserve? » These 
frequently asked, and for the infor- 
mation of the enquiring ones, per- 
mit me to devote a short space to 
answering Chew.

sions of the rivera burst upon the

The Park is in ils natural stat 
cept that the lumberman here 
there, hus lefl sad traces of his de- 
etructive hand whle removing pine, 
which was dispowd of prior to the 
district being set apurt as a reserve. 
Raising and lowering tho water by 
means of dams, destroys tie beauty 
of ‘the shores by killimz Lhe trees. 
which ullimately fall into the water, 
and allhowsh many of ithe lakes have 
escaped ithe loss of their chiefest 
jalory on account of ‘Lhe precipitous 
rocks on the shores, others have been 
less fortunate and have been robbed 
of Uber beauty, of shore lime.

Immediately on packiniz ‘the class 
abd weight of ‘tho packajze is sten- 
oilled on ‘the end and the case placed 
in a fr nig room. where ithe lem- 
perature is six dazrees obove zero. 


Tho birds thus killed and operalod 
upon are only those that havo been 
fattened up, end which are in pro- 
per condition. Many farmera [rel 
their birds into condition before soll- 
ing. but the firm reosive hundreds 
of others in very poor shape. 
if JUST SKIN AND BONES, 

These ure taken in hand, put 
crates, and are properly fattened up 
and fed, till a} pound or, a pound and 
a half of jzood mealt can be called 
their vn, Which meat is jwortb 
about sixteen cents per pound. Tha 
birds are fed buttermilk to chanzo 
their flesh from yellow to white. 
There is room for 5000 in feeding 
room, and at present 1000 are in 
icoops. 

The birds are fed twice a day. and 
our representatiye was just in time 
‘to see the process. The feed is made 
in a (good-sized feeder and allowed to 
sour. The feed includes butter- 
milk, ‘ine |zround buckwheat two 
parts, outmeal siftings two pasts, fine 
zround oat chop one part, eto. The 
last week before being killed they are 
fod a little tullow. Every third day 
water is allowed for a drink, and 
after drinking the birds are given 
some |jzut. The feed drops out of a 
feeder into a box, under which are 
tong trouzhs. By pulling a lever 
the feed then flows throuzh a small 
aperature into the troughs, whicb 
are itrucked to the vurious crates. 
{Two men can feed 5,000 birds in one 
hour and a half. 

The ohief diffioulty in feedinz is to 
ensure ‘the sanitary well-being of the 
fowl, but Manaizer Parkin uses the 
best of precautions, usiniz disinfeot- 
ants, lime, sand and whitewash. The 
cases are thorowzhly cleaned daily 
and ‘the birds sprinkled with lice 
powder, he birdg are kept in what 
are palled knock-down feed crates of 
the most.handy kind; they are five 
feet hizh and ‘two feet wide, with ten 
pens in each section. There are 50 
coop and eacit holds 10 birds, so that 
the complets battery holds 500 birds. 
In about two weeks’ time Mana 
Parkin expects to be receivin: 
1,000 birds a day. One thin 
in the Mavelle poultry ind 
the therouzhly cican appearance of 
the entire surrouncinize. 

Mr. Parkin has allready commenced 
portinz of e, but whereas 
bout two ca and a half a 
are shipped at present, he ex- 
tg sce that number doubled in 
time.

President’ John Carew occupied the 
chair, and in opening the proceedinzs 
referred briefly to his ojbect, saying 
he would like a free expression of 
opinion. 

THE MAYOR TALKS. 

His Worship Mayor Vrooman was 
the first speaker. The Machine Co, 
had applied to Lindsay Couneil for 
a franchise for the third time. Mr. 
Mackay, the company’s representa- 
tive, referred the other night to the 
number of ‘phones in Lindsay, and 
and ‘thought there should be 400 
more. The Machino Co. were only j 
asking permission to put their ma- 
ebines in, but he felt that if Coun- 
oil jgranted permission without con- 


{ told him ‘that Lindsay mizht 


pany to come in, Lindsay citizens 
sought to induce the Bell Co. to re- 
medy deficioncies, it would be wis- 
er. They were willing to put their 
wires undenground and do anything 
in reason, The Superintendent had 
t cen- 
trel enengy in about two years, but 
ho (Mr. Hill) thought it might be 
burried if regarded ua an cssential 
to \zood service, A friendly feeling 
would accomplish much. In a short 
time turce or four rural lines would 
be connected up witht Bindsay ex- 
ohange—they were trying to make 
the town a centre. (Appla ). 
Mr. MacKay, of tho Machine Co., 
was the next speaker. He did not 
think the meeting had been called to 
discuss Lhe mechanism of Lhe respec- 
tive systems, but rather the merits 
of competition and what it does for 
the community in which it exists. 
In his humble opinion Mr. Tlill's re- 
marks had) constituted tho best pos- 
siblo arzument for compelition — he 
had told them what the Boll service 
lacked of beiniz first-class, and what 
they mizht be willing to concede un- 
der pressure. The Machine Co. ware 
entitled to the oredit of forcing the 
putting in of the Boll metallic ByB- 
tem — it hadi been’ refused, but two 
Weeks after (he Machine Co's appli- 
cation for a franchise the construc- 
tion jzanig at) work in Peterboro had 
been hurriedly sent to Lindsay to 
rush the metallic line, They had al- 
Sd won for Peterbora the central en- 
ergy system. Lindsay's present 
system was out of date. Two years 
previous when he appeared beforo 
Lindsay Council they had almost de- 
cided ‘to jgrant the Bell Co. an abso- 
lute franchise. Mr. MacKay. then 


sulting the people they would have 
no option but to patronize the Ma- 
chine Co’s system. The putting in 
of 800 or 409 new ‘phones would 
mean that business men would have 
to use and pay for two phones. He 
had seen in The Eveninz Post tho 

previous night a well reasoned out 
letter on the subject of the town’s 
telephone francbise.

MR. HILL, OF BELL Co. 

In opening he remarked that he 
was ignorant of the terms the Ma- 
chine Co. were offerinz. (Mr. Mac- 
kay—"T itold you yesterday $25 and 
$15 after we have 200 subscribers). 
Mr. Hill, continuinz, said he «yas 
not aware of thé fagt. If thwe town 
opened its! doors to another telephone 
company in a very, short time the 
citizens would have to patronize both 
companies and pay $50 for a service 
they should jzet for $25 if everything, 
was rizht. His company had applied 
for d franchis in Lindsay, sayiniz) 
they were prepared ito do certain 
things—mpfallio the system, put in 
long distance appliances, etc.. They 
had done — 5ut had got no fran- 
chise. The Lindsay plant was equal 
to that in any: town on city —, they 
had not central enenzy, of course, but 
ib was a question if it zave better 
results than the manual board — the 
only advantajze was o little more 
speed. In that Tespect alone was 
Lindsay behind the cities.. Peterbora 
being the smallest city that had cen- 
tral enenzy, Many of the towns 
had no wires underzround—tho Bell 
Co. waa bil affair, bul there wasn't 
money available for everythinjz just 

when it was wanted. The oapi- 
tal had laltely been inercased to pro- 
vide for extensions, and rizht' here 
in Lindsay; it ‘there were any re- | 
quirements lackinjz which could rea-j| 
sonably be |zranted ‘they were will-!

informed that in) the city of Poter- 
boro to-day ithe Machine Co, had 
more poles on the streets than his

Machine Co's system, ho did not 
think anyone could tell of a casn 
wh important information had 
leaked out of a Bell Exchanze. In | 


his opinion the service over the Bell 
lines was os speedy as that over the 
Machine Co's lines. That Co. had a 
franchise in Brantford as well as 
in Peterboro and hoe had scen it re- 
reported that they werd about ta 
employ the ordinary manual board 
system in both places—in fuct he be- 
lieved manual ‘boards were bound 
to supplant the Machine Co's system. 
There might 'be complaints about the 
Bell lines ‘being busy, but then somo 
people do as much business over one 
‘phone as they should do over three.

C.P.R. CO’S CLOBE-CIRCLINC MAIL 
CARRYING FEAT. 


From Hong Kong to Liverpool in 29 Days 
4 1-2 Hours, 
Montreal, Que., Sept 28. 

The second west-bound C.P.R. “Ov- 
erseas Mail” passed. Outremont 
wharf on time this afternoon, car- 
vying a \oodly number of passengers 
and the Oriental majl, consisting of 
228 sacks of letters and 117 packag- 
es of parcel post—the letters being a 
large inerease over that, sent by tho 
first “Overseas Mail’. There were 
also 56 boxes of specie.

HANGED THEM ON THE SPOT 


Arkansaw Likewise Lynches a Negro— 
Another Negro Murders a Child of 
Eight Yoars, and the Fiend Is Be- 
ing Searched For — Two White 
Men Shot by a Negro In Vir- 
ginia—Crimes In Canada. 


Mobile, Ala, Oct, §8—Two hundred 
masked men met Sheriff Powers with 
the two negroes charged with criminal 
assault at Richardson Switch, threo 
miles north of Mobile, on the Southern 
Railway, took his prisoners from him 
on Saturday morning and hanged them 
on the spot. 

No others were hurt. 

The negroes had been taken to Birm- 
Ingham for safe-keeping and were be- 
ing brought ito Mobile for trial. 

Tremendous crowds surrounded the 
railroad station during the morning. 
and when the report of the lynching of 
the negroes was recelved the greatest 
excitement preyalled, 

Tho crowd was apparently dissatis- 
fled with the method of lynching, and | 
a mob has departed for the scene of 
the lynching with the declared inten- 
tlon of burning the bodles. 


MURDERS LITTLE GIRL. 


Eight-Year-Old Child Assaulted and 
Killed by Negro.

Albany, N. Y., Suburb In Grip of Fire 
For Five Hours. 

Albany, N. ¥,, Oct. 8—Twenty-four 
dwellings destroyed, 27 families prac- 
tically homeless, and a property dam- 
age of about $125,000, only a quarter 
of which is covered by insurance, sum- 
marizes the results of a spectacular 
and disastrous conflagration which 
visited Renselaer, just across the riv- 
er, Saturday night, and at one time 
threatened to wipe out the entire lower 
end of the city.

$250,000 Fire In Buffalo. 

Buffalo, N. ¥., Oct. 8—Charles FP. 
Dolls’ furniture store at the corner of 
Mohawk and Washington streets, was 
destroyed by fire Saturday night, caus- 
ing a loss estimated at $250,000. 

Swept by Forest Fire. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. §—Extensive 
mountain fires in the San Fernando 
watershed have been raging since Iri- 
day. Reports fnom special correspon- 
dents state that the fire has burned 200 
square miles of watershed and swept 
it clean; destroyed the stations of 
Lang and Humphrey, on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, and caused a loss of 
$40,000 to the Standard Oil Co. by the 
destruction of boiler-houses, Oil tanks 
amd derricks. 

Arbuthnot’s Mill Burned. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 8.—Arbuthnot's mill 
in Fort Rouge, with a large quamtity 
of lumber and three box cars belong- 
ing to the G. N. R. were burned Sat- 
urday night, entailing a loss of $25,000. 
Dhe fire is supposed to have been start- 
ed from the boiler in the mill. 


FINANCES OF THE DOMINION. 


Revenue and Expenditure For First 
Three Months of Fiscal Year. 


Ottawa, Oct. §—With this month 
three months of the current fiscal year 
are completed. The revenue for that 
period amounts to $21,093,475, or at the 
rate of some $84,000,000 in the year; 
last year for the same three months it 
was $18,192,473, or an increase of close 
upon $3,000,000. Of the revenue for the 
three months $12,722,000 comes from 
customs, $3,615,000 from excise and 
$2,540,000 from public works and rail- 
ways. 

The current expenditure during Sep- 
tember, 1906, was $4,343,093, as against 
$5,469,769 in September, 1905, or a de- 
crease of $1,126,676—over 20 per cent. 

For the three months, however, the 
expenditures has been $10,901,295, a 
slight increase over the $10,776,015 of 
the corresponding three months in 
1905. The expenditure on capital ac- 
count in September was $1,088,142, as 
against $1,059,822 in September, 1905. 

So far this class of expenditure has 
been $1,883,707, a decrease from the 
$2,223,226 of the first three months of 
1905-1906. 

The total net debt stands at $25S,- 
734,504, as against $261,023,600 on 
Bent 80, 1905, and $260,917,459 on Aug.

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2 DEAD, MANY HURT 


Grim Reaper Present At Van- 
derbilt Cup Auto Races. 


THREE OF INJURED WILL DIE 


Milo-a-Minute Road-Racing Attended 
by the Death Terror—French Car of 
Elliot F. Shepard Tosses a Man 
High In the Air and Fractures 
Skull and Breaks Legs—Anoth- 
er Man. Killed By an Auto. 


New York, N. Y¥., Oct. $—France 
Saturday won the third international 
automobile road race for the William 
K. Vanderbilt, jr., Cup, completing a 
Tecord of three straight victories in 
this event, which is run over the turn- 
pike of Long Island, the centre of the 
course being about 20 miles from New 
York City. 

Italy was second in the race, France 
filled third and foyrth positions, while 
Germany furnished the fifth car. Only 
these five machines completed the 
tenth and last lap of the irregular 
Tectangular course, which was 29.71 
miles in length. The total distance of 
the race was 297.1 miles, and Louis 
Wagner, driver of the winning car, 
made the distance in 290 minutes 
20 2-5 seconds, a speed of more than a 
mile a minute for the entire distance. 

A Spectator Killed. 

One of the more than two hundred 
thousand spectators who lined the 
course paid with his life the penalty 
of too great curiosity. He was near 
the dangerous turn in the course 
known as Krug’s Corner. Two cars 
had flashed by when the man ventur- 
ed out upon the road to get a better 
view of the others coming. The French 
car, driven by Elliot F. Shepard, an 
‘American, crashed into the unfor- 
tunate man, who, in the view of thous- 
ands, was hurled high into the air. 
When picked up many yards from the 
Scene of the accident the man wus 
dead. His skull had been fractured both 
legs broken and he was frightfully 
crushed. After a few minutes he was 
identified as Kurt L. Gruner, a busi- 
mess man of Passaic, N.J. 

Many Others Hurt. 

Joseph Tracy, in his American car, 
crashed into a crowd of men and boys 
and seriously injured Sylvester Bald- 
win, a boy of Norwalk, Conn. Several 
others were slightly hurt. Tracy held 
to the course. Dr, Weilschott, an 
amateur driver of an Italian car, lost 
control of his big 120 horse-power ma- 
chine in the first round. He ran down 
two boys on a bicycle, then’ plunged 
down a 30 foot embankment. Both 
the driver and Colombo, his mechan- 
ieian, were picked up unconscious, but 
quickly were revived. The injured 


; boys are John Brooks and Robert Ten 


Eyck, both living near the course. 
Several persons were run down by 
touring cars in the crush going to and 
returning from the race. 

The Vanderbilt Cup again goes into 
the possession of France, and the next 
time probably will be raced for in that 
country. 

Sheriff Gildersleeve said he did not 
Intend to arrest Blliot F. Shepard in 
connection with the killing of K. L. 
Gruner on the Vanderbilt Cup course 
Saturday.

New Healtn Rules Devised for Their 
Covernance, 

Tho new rezulations for the [fover- 
ance of Jumber and! rajlway, construc- 
tien camps and other scenes of labor 
in the unorganized districts, in res- 
pect ito sanitation, and! medical at- 
tendance, have been printed and will ; 
bo distributed at once. Several new 
features are embodied in these rules. 
ta the first place, ev: employer 
must notify the secretary of the Pro- 
vincial Board of Health, Dr. C. A. 
Hodgetts, of cach camp, operated by 
him. He must also contract with a 
physician to certify to the sanitary 
conditions of such camps, An in- 
spestion must be made monthly, and 


a report sent to the Board of Health. 
All employers of labor, save lumber- 
men, must contract with a medical 
practitioner to attend their men. 
Where proprietors of lumber camps 
do not provide regular medical care 
they are made responsible for the ex- 
penses of men dischanzed while ill 
Copies of contracts made with phy- 
sicians must be forwarded to the 
seoretary, of ‘the Board Health. In

BRITISH CONCESSIONS. 


Newfoundland’s Laws Regarding Purse } 
Seines and Shipping Nfld. Sailors by 
U.S. Schooners to Be Suspended. 


Washington, Oct. 6—It was ae || 
' 


| nounced at the State Department yes- 


terday that a modus vivendi had been 
reached with the British Government | 
relative to the Newfoundland fisheries, 
that will, it is believed, be satisfactory 
to the Gloucester fishermen. 

The modus vivendi was concluded 
by Ambassador Reid with the British ) 
Foreign Office. Under it the British 
Government agrees for Newfoundland 
not to interfere with the use of purse 
seines by American fishermen. New- 
foundland passed a law prohibiting 
such seines, which the United States 
fishermen claim are necessary. 

Another law passed by Newfound: 
land, which, it is agreed, will not be 
enforced, is that forbidding the ship- 
ping of Newfoundland sailors and fish- 
ermen by American fishing schooners. 

The United States agrees not to fish 
on Sunday, to pay light dues, and 
when practicable to report to the cus- 
tom houses when they go on the fish- 
ing grounds. The American fishermen 
claim that often ice prevents them 
from reporting to the custom houses, 
and this, according to the modus, is 
regarded as a valid excuse. 

The American Government recog- 
nizes the right of Newfoundland to re- 
quire that the fishermen shall report 
to the custom houses so that the New- 
foundland authorities may know what 
fishing yessels are on the grounds. 

The modus is to continue during the 
present fishing season. 


POSITION OF CHINA CUSTOMS. 


Britain Accepts China’s Verbal Assur-- 
ances That It Is Unchanged. 


Shanghai, Oct. 8—Sir Robert Hart, 
director-general of Chinese imperial 
customs, has issued a circular to the 
foreign colony here, saying that he has 
received assurances that his status 
with regard to Chinese customs will 
not be changed, and that he is satisfied 
that there will be no undue interfer- 
ence with foreign contro] of customs. 

Britain Accepts Assurances. 

London, Oct. §—According to a let- 
ter from Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, to “the 
China association, the Government has 
deemed it advisable to accept China's 
verbal assurances in the matter of the 
retention of Sir Robert Hart as direc- 
tor-general of Chines? imperial cus- 
toms, and has placed these assurances 
on record. The China association and 
some London newspapers contend that 
this constitutes a diplomatic rebufl, 
and that Great Britain should have in- 
sisted upon written assurances.

All laws were ‘by nature compul- 
sory. When men band themselves to- 
wether into society, they of necessity 
give up certain right to the center of 
authority, “Education was a_public 
und not a private matter, and every 
home was a lezislaltor, hence the nec- 
essity, of developing the minds. Mr- 
Tilley then went on to explain the 
township and section taxation. Mr. 
5 explained the new rezgu- 
lations under three heads, 1 mi 
2. increased zrants; 3, 
increased uniform rate, showinz how 
$300 of salary must be raised by the 
townshin for, each section. and how 
of $200,800 necessi- 
ta 200 extra. raised\ by an addi- 
tional mill on the dollar, and $150,- 
000 necessitated S150 extra at tho 
sama rate of ‘taxation! ete.: thus 
makinz the rate uniform over tha 
various sections althowzh the salar- 
ies Inay vary. It is the duty of (he 
Tnspector ito grade buildinzs, srounds 
supplies, ete. and apportion the 
gvant accordingly and not as 
formerly iby attendance. There 
were y schools In Ontario, where 
more than the minimum, salary was 
paid to teachers and inspectors for 
ths last 85 years had been paid a 
minimum salary. fCompetition was 
destroyed where a minimum salary 
was paid and trustees were cqmpell- 
ed to take inefficient teachers and 
pay them the same salary as compet- 
tent teachers. {Trustees are paying 
tho salary in mimy cases to teachers 
not worth their salt. In the Normal 
school certificates are not to be jziven 
ta students until they; have had two 
cr three years of practical teaching. 

Up till the present time the Gov- 
ernment jgranti’ had been given ac- 
cording to the attendance, but now 
@ special jarant of $60,000 had been 
Which would be given on the 
basis of equipment of schools and the 
inspector determines who should jzet 
it. Tho paying for “euljs” will net 
bo of very, loniz duraliop. In con- 
clusion, ‘Mr. Tilley said the new act 
was practically the work of one man, 
Dr. Seath, and he thought it would 
produce eminently |zood results. He 
wished the teachers to understand 
tha situation and be prepared to dis- 
ouss it. We should provide better 
teachers for our schools, 

Mr, W. FE. O'Boyle, in moving a 
voto of thanks to Mr. Tilley said he 
thought the time wast drawing near 
when teachers salaries would be in- 
creased and hg was pleased that the 
Government had made this chanize. 

Mr. Newton Smale seconded the 
vole, Ho had never taker uny posi- 
tion of hostility towards the act as a 
whole, except in one or, two detuile, 
but he was always{a candidate to

Subway Gas Explosion. 
HIT BY DELUGE OF DEBRIS 


Half a Block of the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Co.’s Subway Wrecked— 
Double Team Dirt Cart, Horses and 
Man Blown Sky High — Great 
Damage to Store Windows and 
Their Show Goods, 


Philadelphia, Oct. 6.—A terrific ex- 
Plosion of illuminating gas in the sub- 
way of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Co., under construction at Sixth and 
Market streets yesterday, resulted in 
the death of seven men, the injuring 
of about a dozen others, and caused 
property damage of thousands of dol- 
lars. 

The explosion oceurred shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock. It was caused by a leak 
in a city gas main that had been im- 
Properly repaired. The escaping gas 
formed in a pocket in the subway, and 
it is believed that a workman with a 
jJamp ignited the gas. 

The force of the explosion wrecked 


the subway for half a block, and all 
the heavy timbering and other struc- 
tural work including tons of earth, fell 
into the excavation. 

Just as the gas blew up a double 
team dirt cant was being driven direct- 
ly across the covered subway. The 
vehicle, horses and man were blown 
high In the air, and the horses and 
cart fell into the hole. The driver land- 
ed in the street and was only slightly 
hurt. 

‘Several workmen standing near a 
derrick were blown across the strect 
and either killed or injured, and a 
number of pedestrians were hurt by 
falling glass and signs from the houses. 

In addition to the damage done to 
the subway, to the gas and water 
mains, and the electric light and tele- 
phone condults, all the windows from 
Fifth to Seventh streets, on Market, 
and for half a square on Sixth street, 
both morth and south of Market street, 
were broken, and thousands of dollars 
worth of goods In the show windows 
were damaged. Signs were torn from 
the roofs and walls of buildings.

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux and Vice-Pres- 
ident Fairbanks Address the Erie, 
Pa., Chamber of Commerce. 


Erie, Pa., Oct. 6—At the sixth an- 
nual banquet of the Chamber of Com- 
merce last night, Hon. Rodolphe Le 
mieux and Vice-President Charles W. 
Fairbanks were the principal speak- 
ers. While their speeches touched up- 
on subjects of vital importance to the 
people of both countries, no mention 
of the recent lake troubles was made 
and the vein of talk led entirely along 
the line of the friendship and peace 
which exists to-day between the two 
nations. Mr. Lemieux said in part; 

“We have enjoyed prosperity, your 
country and mine, and, as was said 
by your late lamented martyred presi- 
dent, William McKinley, ‘The only ave- 
nue to civilization is commerce,’ let 
us believe that forever this great con- 
dinent will be large enough to admit 
of two magnificent nations, the United 
States and Canada, Let us believe that 
neither nation will present a problem 
that we in our mutual relations cannot 
solve.” 

In his speech Vice-President Falr- 
banks remarked that the best wishes 
and hopes of future success go from 
the American people to the great Cana- 
dian nation, and that springing from 
one blood both countries would be 
bound together by ties of identical 
purpose and adyancing civilization.

RUINED BY THE SNOW 


Damage to Orchards in Niagara 
District Over $1,000,000. 


NEW TREES MUST BE GROWN 


Fruit Trees Caught the Snow and Were 
Soon Loaded Beyond Their Strength 
—Result Is Acros Are Covered With 
Poach Stumps and Brush—Tele- 
phone Wires Down—Cleveland 
Man Was Frozen to Death. 


St. Catharines, Oct. 12—It 1s estl- 


mated that over a million dollars’ loss 
has been sustained In the Niagara dis- 
trict by the heavy rain, snow and sleet 
storm of ‘the past few days. 

There will be no loss to ¢rult-grow- 
ers so far as crops are concerned, as 
the frult season {s practically finished, 
excopt for apples, and that frult when 
plown from trees can be ullllzed. The 
damage to fruit trees, however, will be 
very heavy, as there fs scarcely an 
orchard that has not suffered ‘tho loss 
of many trees.

losses in thousands of dollars. The 
peach orchards were still in full leaf, 
after a series of heavy rains during 
the past week. A snowstorm set in 
Wednesday evening. probably a foot of 
snow having fallen, and half of it has 
melted. 

The fruit trees caught the snow and 
were soon loaded beyond their strength. 
When morning broke great peach or- 
chards ‘had been converted into acres 
of stumps and brush. The brittle Mmbs 
of the tress snapped usder the load of 
snow and trunks were split to the 
ground. Apples, pears, cherry, plum 
and other fruit trees suffered severely, 
but the peach trees are damaged most. 
A lot of late fruit was lost. It will take 
years to repair the damage, for new 
trees will have to be grown. 

In the city the damage is great, the 
Bell Telephone Co. being the heaviest 
loser. On Victoria avenue every pole 
for 2,000 feet of the main trunk line fs 
broken, and the wreckage blocks the 
street from West avenuo to Morrison 
street. The street railway is tled up 
and the fire alarm and electric ight 
system paralyzed. Several factories 
are tied up for lack of power. Residen- 
tial streets which boasted fine-shaped 
trees are filled with brush and the trees 
are ruined. 


Fruit Trees Damaged. 


Strathroy, Oct. 12—This locality has 
been visited by one of the heaviest and 
most destructive snowstorms ever 
known here. It started snowing about | 
10 o'clock Wednesday morning and 
kept it up all nicht, during whieh time 
fully 15 or 16 inches of snow fell. Yes- 
terday morning some streets were al- 
most impassable with broken branches, 
a great many beautiful shade trees be- 
ing ruined. Roports from the country 
state that fruit trees are destroyed and 
some orchards with the apples still on 
‘the trees are utterly ruined. 

Sleighing at Sarnia. 
Sarnia, Oct. 12—A foot of snow fell 
between four and eight o'clock yester- 
day morning, and oldest settlers are 
raking thelr memories for an earlier 
record. A stiff northwest wind is blow- 
ing, and cutter riding is in order. It 
was a very stormy morning on Lake 
Huron and many vessels sholtered 
here. 


Snow at Kingston. 
Kingston, Oct. 12.—A rare snowstorm 
prevailed in the city yesterday. It be- 
gan early in the morning and contin- 
ued far into the day. It came from the 
north. Probably two or more inches fell, 
but when it struck the warm earth it 
rapidly melted. 

Frozen to Death. 


Cleveland, Ohlo, Oct. 12—The storm 
‘continued unabated yesterday, heavy 
snow falling steadily John Reese, 65 
years of age, was found frozen ‘to death 
in his home yesterday. He lived alone. 


Records Broken, 


Pittsburg, Oct. 12—All records for 
low temperature in October since that 
was established in 1871 were broken 
yesterday when the mercury dropped to 
28 degrees. Up to 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning six Inches of snow had fallen 
dn Corry, Pa. 

Fourteen Inches of Snow. 

Buffalo, N, ¥., Oct, 12—Snow, which 
melted almost as fast as jt fell, be- 
gan falling here about 4.30 Wednesday 
and continued throughout ithe night. 
Had {t been dry, the weather bureau 
estimates there would have been about 
14 Inches upon the ground. 

Monkshaven Total Loss,

‘of the barges Wayne and Foster,! 
which were reported missing in Mon- 
day night's storm, were found allvo| 
and safe Tuesday, all having survived | 
‘the stranding of the two vessels on the 
shore of Misery Bay. qi 

Both vessels struck on a_ rocky 
shore. While the crew of the Wayne 
easily reached dry land, the Foster's | 
crew found themselves imprisoned on a 
stranded ship, with a stretch of boil- 
ing surf intervening between them and 
the shore. Dd. Jacobson, one of the 
Fosters: crew, took the free end of a 
line in his teeth, plunged into the surf, 
and, after a terrific battle for life, 
made his way to the land. WJstablish- 
ing communication with his shipmates 
by means of the line he had carried 
ashore, Jacobson then brought the six 
remaining members of the crew 10 
land on a breeches buoy. 

Fierce Battle With Storm. 

Fort William, Oct. 11—The Cana 
dian Pacific liner Athabasca arrived 
Tuesday night, completely covered 
with ice, her signal lights gone and 
rigging damaged, after a furious bat- 
tle with the storm on Lake Superior. 

The Neepawah, which also came in 
Tuesday night, had a hard siege. Its 
cargo of machinery was damaged to 
the extent of $4,000. The vessel was 
undamaged. 

Caught In Blizzard. 


Goderich, Oct. 11.—While lifting 
nets off this port yesterday morning, ! 
the fishing sch¢oner Reindeer was 
caught in a northwest blizzard, and 
had it not been for the timely arrival 
of the tug Horton the little vessel 
would doubtless have been swamped. 
Althougl equipped with an auxiliary 
gasoline motor it was impossible to 
control the boat, either by power or, 
sails.

‘Science of Politics As Develap- 
uf ed By J. G, Pritchett. 


ASORT OF POLITICAL FAGIN 


London Man Swears to Many Corrupt 
Actions In Years Past—He Had In- 
structed Deputies How to Make Uso 

of Bogus Ballots— Hon. Walter 
Scott Denies All Imputations of 


Handling Campaign Funds. 


Toronto, Oct. 12—The London: elec- 
tion conspiracy case has broadened 
into a general inquiry into electoral 
corruption in Ontario elections during 
the past decade. 

Yesterday in the police court the 
bribery of individual electors became 
@ secondary feature of tlie disclosures, 
and interest centred around the tés- 
timony of Mr. J. G. Pritchett, a London 
contractor, formerly very active in 
politics, but who declared that for sev- 
eral years he had taken no {Illegal part 
in election work. Pritchett Is a keen, 
hrewd-looking man of middle age, 
with iron-grey hair and moustache: 

Political “Fagin, the Jew.” 


His story was a revolting one. He 
edmitted being a sort of political “Fa- 
gin, the Jew," whose specialty was to 
instruct deputy returning officers how 
to “switch” ballots—that is, how to in- 
tercept genuine ballots on the way 
from the voter’s hand to the ballot 
box and substitute bogus ballots; 

Answered Every Question. 


Pritchett, who apparently expected 
to be questioned only about the London 
bye-election of June, 1906, hesitated on 
different occasions about giving infor- 
mation, but finally answered every 
question put to him, and wound’ up 
with the statement that he had seen 
the switching of ballots worked in the 
States, had first tried it in London 
municipal elections, and then in Brock- 
ville, West Huron, South Ontario, 
North Hastings and West Elgin. Prit- 
chett swore he had initiated deputy 
returning officers into the mysteries*of 
ballot-switching. 

A Deputy Himself. 


In West Elgin he had been a deputy 
himself, working under the assumed 
name of Johnston. After that he left 
the country for a year, with the under- 
standing that he was to receive $100 a 
month for staying away, but altogether 
he had only obtained about $525. 

Although direetly questioned on the 
point, he did not say that he had been 
expressly instructed to do this work 
He had been paid money for his ser- 
vices in elections, however, by O’Gor- 
man, W. T. R. Preston, one McDonald 
and others. This was for “instructing” 
deputy returning officers. For the in- 
struction of these men he had always 
found “in a convenient place” in his 
room in the various constituencies a 
supply of bogus ballots. 

Premier Scott's Evidence. 

Hon. Walter Scott, Premier of Sas- 
katchewan; was the central figure of 
the afternoon proceedings. He swore 
he knew nothing about the campaign 
funds for the London bye-election. Mr. 
DuVernet, Crown prosecutor, ques- 
tioned Hon. Mr. Scott closely regard- 
ing alleged bank drafts purporting to 
be for campaign purposes, but the 
witness knew nothing about them. He 
had been in London two weeks prior to 
the bye-election, but denied all 
Imowledge of crooked proceedings: 

More Voters Who Got Money. 


A number of additional witnesses 
from London swore they had received 
sums of money varying from $5 to $10 
during the bye-election in 1905. Some 
of these declared the money was not 
given them for their votes. 

Towards the close of the afternoon 
session Magistrate Denison changed 
the wording of the information so as 
to include chasges of conspiracy at 
“other places and at other times” than 
during the London bye-election. To 
this the defence lawyers, Messrs. T. C. 
Robinette, K.C., and George Wilkie, 
objected most strongly. 


Killed by Street Car 


Ottawa, Oct. 12.—Horace Boulet, the 
five-year-old son of Joseph Boulet, lab- 
orer, Hull, was run down and killed 
yesterday morning while attempting to 
cross in front of a street car bound 
for Hull station, and in charge of Mot- 
‘orman George Ptrrault. Before the car 
could be stopped it went some distance 
and carried the child’s body with it 
The head was wedged in between one of 
the front wheels amd ‘the rail and the 
back and skull horribly crushed. 


Tolstoi, M. P., Expelled. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 12—Further ex- 
pulsions from the Zemstvos of members 
‘of the outlawed Parliament who signed 
the Viborg manifesto are reported 
daily. Among the latest is that of 
Count Tolstol, Moderate member of 
Parliament for Ufa. 

Attacks on ‘the police have com- 
menced in St. Petersburg, but are less 
successful owing to the indifference of 
the people. One policeman was killed 
and one wounded Wednesday. 


San Domingo Rebels Surrender, 

Washington, Oct. 12—Cable advices 
received here from San Domingo state 
that an agreement has been reached 
between the Government and Insurgent 
force in the neighborhood of Monte 
Cristi! whereby the insurgents will 
surrender to the Government to-day, 
and Gen. Limarde, who conducted the 
campalgn for President Cacerls, will 
become governor of Monte Crist. 


Brouwer Wanted Divorce, | 


Toms River, N, J., Oct. 12—At the 
trial of Dr. Brouwer, charged with 
the murder of his wife, Miss Eliza- 
ibeth Hyer, sister of the dead woman, 
testifled that she was called to Dr, 
Brouwer’s house several times during 
her sister's illness, and Dr. Brouwer 
told her that he was going to get a 
dlvorce.

Braithwaite, who has been appointed 
zencral manazen of the Ontario 
Bank, in addition to the office of lo- 
eal manager of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, does mot rezard the Ontario 
Bank aq in liquidation. It has ceas- 
ed to do a commercial business, and 
the Bank of Montreal had simply re- 
discounted the quantity of the Onta- 
rio Bank's Joans and had assumed its 
liabilities, \ 

Struzizle for Business. 

It would seem that certain of the 
banks dad not feel inclined to allow 
the Bank of Montreal to acquire all 
the Ontarid Bank business without a 
struzigle. Speaking on this point 
yesterday, Mr. Braithwaite said; 

“We took/ the business over af the 
request off the other banks. It 
wouldn’t pay{ us to do so unless we 
ean retain the deposits and accounts 
held by the Bank of Ontario. Yet no 
sooner had we taken them over than 
the other banks bezan to use every 
effort ta take from us every account 
worth haviniz, and every member of 
the staff. I think it is one of the 
most dishonorable things I have 
known in banking or financial oir- 
cles. Every man who was employed 
the Bank of Ontario on Friday is 
the employ of the Bank of Mon- 
treal to-day{ just as much as I am.”

Jt is im ibis particular that chere 
is the greatest need for improvement 
ut the present Vhere 
hundveds of apple growers who can 


time. are 


prow first-class fruit lo every o1 

who can pluce jt on the market 
when and wh it will bring the 
best price, The growers who muke 
(he wost out of their apples ore 
those who keep jn touch with the 
best markels ut home and abroud. 


During the shippings season thes 
men watch {he market reports dajly 
und unless prieeés are sulisiuctory 
they hold their fruit until good 
prices preyail. The great majority, 
however, of those who have apples 
to sell wait for some buyer to come 
along and sell for whalever lie 
chooses Lo offer, usually from fifty 
cents Lo a dollar a barrel, or u lump 
sum for the crop on the trees. fhe 
latter plan is nothing less 1 
gambling in apples, and in eit 


case the grower seldom gels onc- 
half what jus fruit is reatiy worth, 
if it were properly, bandied. 


The remedy, for this state of - 


fairs, and what is going Lo put the 
upple trade on a beller 
basis, is for the growers 
apple and 


Zrowings se 
form a ec-ope ion 
through which the grading, packing 
and marketing of the fruit may be 
accomplished. 

During the pust year a number of 
these ussociations haye been formed 
arjous parls of Lhe Province and 
Ss obtained by some of them 
ar’s apples have made the 
growers enthusiastic oyer this meth- 
od of handling the crop. 

An effeetive co-operative associa~ 
tion for this purpose inyolves the 
selection of an honest, wide-aiyake 
business manager, and the erection 
of a central packing and storage 
hovse at the most convenient point 
for shipment, ‘Through such an or- 
gonization, boxes and barrels can be 
purchased wholesale to better advan- 
tage than they can be obtained by 
single individuals; the grower can 
devote bis whole attention to gath- 
ering the crop at the proper season 
and delivering it in good condition 
at the central packing house; the 
associption relieyes him of all care 
and responsipilily in grading, pack- 
fg and marketing, and with this 
work im the hands of expert packers, 
Uhe grade of fruit can be made uni- 
form, and the packing can be done 
properly, which, in time inspires con- 
fidence in the purchasing public. In 
short, the co-operative system of 
handling the apple crop, under pro- 
per management, assures the con- 
sumer of a better product, and rea- 
Iizes to the grower a greater profit.

NEWEOUNDLAND'S POLICY. 


Will Nullify Fishing Modus Vivendi In 
Effect by Hampering the Yankee 
Fishermen at Every Turn. 


Halifax, N. S., Oct. 11.—A St. John’s, 
Nfid., despatch says: 

The Colonial Government thas resolv- 
ed to combat the fishing modus viven- 
di entered into between England and 
the United States, by dragging forth 
every known colonial law and enforc- 
ing it to the letter against American 
fishermen. 

Every concession hitherto granted the 
Americans will be withdrawn. Local 
fishermen will be encouraged ito occupy 
the waters and drive other nets before 
the Americans arrive, thereby prevent- 
ing ithe latter from enjoying the ex- 
pected benefits of this arrangement. 

For the slightest offence American 
vessels will be confiscated instead of 
fined as formerly. 

Should Federate With Canada. 


London, Oct. 11—The publication or 
the text of the Newfoundland modus 
vivendl evoked strong editorial articles 
yesterday. 

The Opposition newspapers condemn 
the Government for overriding the 
wishes of the Colony in order to con- 
cillate the United States, and declare 
that the terms of the arrangements 
fully justify the intense indignation 
which is expressed. 

The Morning Post is of the opinion 
that this should convince Newfound: 
Jand that the time has arrlved to fed- 
erate with Canada. 

Should Join Canada. 

The Mail says Newfoundland’s wis- 
est course Is to join Canada, 

The Telegraph advises Newfound- 
land and Canada to have patlence on 
the fishery question, bécause no Gov- 
ernment will be permitted to sacrifice 


the vital interest of any colony to 
curry favor with any power. 
The Natal Mercury comments on 


the Newfoundland crisis that the con- 
clusion of the modus vivend} ty a blow 
to the entire system of eslonial auteu= 
omy.

Klernan, brother of the chief; James 
Cameron and Philomen Fournier, non- 
union employes, arrested at Bucking- 
ham on charges of murder and attempt- 
ed murder, sworn out by J. Magnon, a 
cousin of Therault, the dead striker, ap- 
peared before Magistrate St. Julien in 
Hull yesterday morning and were free 
men in less than five minutes.

Montreal, Oct. 11—Ata meeting of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union last 
night, in the interests of Joseph Ainey, 
the Labor candidate in St, Mary's di- 
vision, the shooting down of citizens 
at Buckingham was denounced by the 
speakers. 

It was claimed that the detectives 
collected at that point from different 
citles had no authority either from the 
people of Buckingham or the Govern- 
ment to shoot people, and the matter 
ought to be investigated at once and 
the guilty punished. 


SEVERE RELIGLOUS MEASURES. 


New Law of Spain Is of Very Drastic 
Character. 


Madrid, Oct. 11—The new law of 
associations, according to The Her- 
aldo. will contain the following pro- 
visions: 

No religious orders shall be estab- 
Ushed without the authorization of Par- 
liament. 

The state shall accord suppont to any 
member of a religious order desiring to 
renounce the vows taken. 

The Minister of Justice is empowered 
to withdraw the authorization of any 
religious order found to be fnimical to 
morality or public tranquility. 

The Cabinet shall forthwith examine 
the authorizations Previously granted 
to religious orders and cancel those 
which are illegal. 

Rellglous orders whose members are 
forelgners or whose directors reside 
abroad shall be dissolved. 

The authorities are empowered to 
enter monasterles without ecclesiasti- 
cal sanction. 

Religious orders shall not be allowed 
‘to ‘hold property In excess of the ob- 
jects for which they were instituted 

All legacies to religious orders or 
donations to orders by living persons 
or by testimonies through intermed- 
farles are formally prohibited. 

The law of 1887 concerning the re- 
gistering of religious orders remains 
in force.

HURRICANE IN CUBA WATERS 


Steamer In Harbor 1s Crushed and 25 
Board {Killed—Dutch Steamor 
Also Reported to Have Gone Down 
| =—Wind Storm Sweeps Havana 

City—Twenty Deaths There— 
Loss Is Two Million Dollars. 


Miaml, Pla., Oct. 20.—The steamer 
St. Lucile, Captain Bravo commanding, 
has sunk off the Wlorida coast. 

One of the extension steamers ar- 
riyed in port last night, bringing sixty 
‘ounded, who were taken to the hospi- 
tal, and it {s said there are twenty- 
eight dead bodies, which will be 
brought up to-day. 

Captain Brayo says that he anchor- 
ed on the leeward side of Blllott Key, 
twenty-five miles south of Miami, 
Thursday morning, and that soon after 
a tidal wave engulfed the island- 

250 Lost In Tidal Wave. 

He says there were 250 residents on 
the island, all of whom were lost. 

The St. Lucie was crushed by the 
Same wave, and of the hundred per- 
sons on board twenty-five were’ killed. 

Captain Brayo was seriously injur- 
ed. 

A barge containing 100 persons: is 
said to have been torn away from Its 
moorings at Blliott Key and _ after- 
wards picked up near the Bahama 
Islands, fifty of her passengers being 
Teported drowned. 

It is believed now that a portion of 
the Florida Fish & Produce Co.’s fleet 
was destroyed and Manager Adams 
sent out one of their boats yesterday 
morning to look for the men and 
boats. On returning they reported no) 
signs of the fleet. 

20 Dead In Havana City. 

Havana, Oct. 20.—A cyclone of un- 
precedented severity, accompanied by 
a terrific downpour of rain, swept over 
the Provinces of Havana and Pinar 
| del Rio Wednesday night and result- 
ed in 20 deaths in this city and the 
serious injury of a dozen or more per- 
sons. 

Roane damage is estimated’ at $2,000, 

The dead are all Cubans*of the poor- 
er class. 

Buildings Badly Damaged. 

In Havana City the buildings of the 
University of Havana sustained dam- 
ages amounting to many thousands of 
dollars. A partition wall in the Ameri- 
can legation was blown down. The of- 
fice furniture was ruined and the 
books and records of the legation were 
wet through. 

The light wooden structures ‘over 
the sea baths at Vedado were badly 
wrecked.

New York, Oct. 20—Communication 
with Miami, Florida, has been restored 
by the Western Union. Miami reports 
that the hurricane struck the coast 
there at 6 o'clock Wednesday morning. 
The tralosheds at Miami were badly 
damaged. The Methodist Church and 
a number of houses were unroofed.

New York, Oct. 20.—Advices re- 
ceived here by the Western Union 
from Havana state that 19 persons are 
known to be dead and many others 
were injured by the storm. 

Much property was destroyed and 
the Prado and other parks were de- 
vastated. All traffic in the city was 
suspended, as a result of the storm. 
All American sailors and soldiers are 
reported to he safe. 

Brooklyn Dragged Her Anchor. 

The United States cruiser Brooklyn 
dragged her anchors at the height of 
the hurricane and touched bottom, but 
got off without damage. 

The other warships, the Minneapolis, 
the Texas, the Denver and the Prairie 
rode out of the gale safely. More than 
one thousand tents at Camp Columbia 
were blown down and the barracks un- 
roofed. One trooper had his shoulder 
broken. 

Wind 120 Miles An Hour. 

The storm began with heavy wind’ 
and rain. About 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing it rapidly increased in violence 
and at noon was at its height, the 
wind blowing 80 miles an hour. The 
city streets were like rivers. Stores 
were flooded and there was two feet 
of water in the cable office. 

After noon the wind blew at times 
at the rate of 120 miles an hour. 

35 Lighters Sunk. 

The greatest money loss was: in the 
harbor when 36 lighters were sunk. 
Many of these were loaded with valu-~ 
able merchandise. Nineteen of them 
belonged to the Ward line of New 
York. 

All trains to the interior were dis~ 
continued. 

Pinar del Rio was the centre of the 
storm. Extensive damage is reported 
to crops in that province: 

100 Miami Houses Wrecked, 

A conductor who has arrived at 
Fort Plerce from Miami reports that 
one hundred houses at Miami were 


wrecked by the storm. 

The Episcopal Church and the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church were blown 
down. The concrete jail is leaning. ~ 

The roof was blown off the P. & O. 
warehouse. The car shed was blown 
down. 

100 Reported’ Dead. 

A special cablegram to The Byening 
Telegram says: Over one hundred are 
dead from the worst cyclone which 
has ever visited Havana, Ninety-four 
or Me nitintes are connmnta ro nr 
tives, while 16 foreign residents are 
reported killed, 

Buildings Shaken. , 

When the tempest reached its 
height buildings were shaken as with 
an earthquake, street cars were wash- 
ed from their tracks, windows were 
blown in like paper and roofs and 
doors swept away. 

Several of the smaller frame houses 
were blown from thelr foundations 
and were wrecked. These were situat- 
ed in the poorer district and were the 
cause of so many deaths among the 
natives. 

Weather Prophet Saved Lives. 

It is estimated that the loss of life 
‘and damage would have been greater 
had it not been for the timely warn- 
jing slven by Father Love at Guncitl. 
He js a noted weather obseryator of 
Berlin College.

THE CULTIVATION OF BULBS. 


Notes by Mr. Wm. Hunt, Ontario Agri- 
cultural Society. 

At tho request of (he Guelph Hor- 
tioulturul Society tha followinzyshort 
notes an “Bulb Culture”, have been 
prepared by Mr. Wm. Hunt, Ontario 
Aaricullural College, These noles 
ure furnished with fbulbs given le 
scholars of Guelph @chools by, \ the 
Sovicty, oS% premiums in geranium 
growing competition, 

Dutsh hyacinths— These hyacinths 
are besti udpled for pot or window 
}oulture as Lhey, are scarcely hardy 
when planted out of doors. Use 
loamy potting soil, or jgood 


garden 


soil, , If carth from the gurden is 
used, mix wbowt one-fifth part of 
fine sharp sand with the ewrth. 


Plant |tLha bulb se that the lop of the 
bulb is abou buf an insh below fhe 
top of tha pot. Press the soil fuirly 
firm around thy bulbs Water them 
well, once, so as to moisten all the 
soil in tha pel or box, The top of 
the bully should ‘be only, just 
the surface of the soll, when potted 
The surface of 'the*soil should be 
about half an ineh below the rim of 
the pot to ailow, space for water. 
Place the pot or box in a cool place, 
either out of doors or in the cellar, 
and cover it pith about two inches 
of coal ushes, sind or light soil. If 
put in a cool, damp place they will 
require na more waiter until they are 
taken out. Il they are put out of 
doors some ex covering of leaves 
ov straw should 'be given to prevent 
them from being frozen too severely 
Keep them in ‘this cool, dark position 
for five on six weeks. or longer, un- 
til ithe roots are rooted well. when 
they can ba brought into the window 
Water must be yiven now, whenever 
the soil appears dry, Keep the soil 
always moist but mot soddened, until 
they havo done flowering. If potted 
in September or October and treuted 
as described they, should be in flower 
at Christmas on New Yeay’s. Ducch 
hyacinths are of dittle use to srow 
the second year, althouzh if kept dry 
when they have done flowerinz, chey 
will sometimes flower again the fol- 
lowing season if repotted in autumn 
or planted out inj the garden the fol- 
lawing summer, 

Narcissi and Tulips—Both of the 
can be jgrown in pots or boxes in the 
window for winter flowering, on 
they, may, bo planted out in the zar- 
den for spring flowering. If zrown 
in pots on boxes for the window, 
freat them aa recommended for the 
Dutch hyacinths, althowgh they will 
bs a few weeks later in flowering. 

If you wish to grow them out of 
doors, plant them carly in October. 
Dig the ground well and rake it., 
fine. Then plant'the bulbs in clumps, 
rows, or singly in the border. Duteh 
hyacinths, narcissi on tulip / bulbs 
should ba planted so that the tops of 
the bulbs are two or three inches be 
low tho surface of the soil, and 
should be about eizht or ten inches 
apart. Tho surface of the soil should 
be patted down firm after the bulbs 
are planted. Dutol{ hyacinths are 
not quite hardy, out of doors and 
Tequire winten protection, 

Natcissi and tuliyy bulbs are quite 
hardy, and will need no protection 
during winter. They will continue 
to zrow and flower every spring for 
jeune if left( undisturbed in the bor- 

et. , 

All bulbs, such as hyacinths, tu- 
lips, marcissi, ete., should be potted 
and planted as above. In plantinz out 
of doors, however, smaller bulbs, 
euch as crocus, snowdrops, chiono- 
doxa, scilla, etc., can be planted 
closer together, but at only, about 
half the depth recommended for 
Duteh hyacinths, narcissi and tulips, 
Crocus da not{ zrow well as a rule 
indoors, but] make jzood border bulbs.

Tf experiments which are now be- 
in= made with a new device known 
as the telezraphone. succeed, another 
tonz step toward the prevention of

the Bay of Quinte, and in view of 
thal fact, the followin from Lhe ed~ 
itor of Noles and Queries in the Mon- 
treal Star, may, be of interest: 

The nearest approach to the name 
of Quinte, held py uny Mrenchman 
known, was thatiofl Prince Le Conti, 
This person was a particular friend 
of Chevalier da ila Safle, to whom was 
ceded the Seignory of Cataraqui. 
“Oheyalier de Conti went with bim, 
propsoing to shard jbis forlunes,” in 
western explorutions, Now La’ Salle 
named one of ithe islands near, Ca- 
taruqui (Amherst) uften this officer, 
and even yet muy, be found living 
persons who call jthal island Isle Tan- 
ta. Well, it may reasonably be sup- 
posed that La Sulle would wish to do 
lionor to his friend, the Prince de 
Conti, und therefore named the bay 
after him. Brom Conti it mizht 
gradually change to Canta or Quinte. 
New, however, probable this may 
seem, it cannot ibe rezarded, as the 
erigin of the mame, 

Again, it haa been supposed ito be 
derived from tho Latin Quintanus or 
Quinta — tha fifth place—having re- 
renee tof iva bays, namely, the low- 
bay, Picton Bay, Huy Bay. The 
ch und upper fp: or, us some 
it refers (to five Indian sta- 
tions, exisling in the vicinity of the 
bay, bul, however, much may be ad- 
vanced in suppor of the plausibility 
of these Lheo we think a 
certain origin is perfectly intell 

The word Quinte, as at present 
spelled and pronounced, when right- 
ly done, ix undoubtedly a FF 


cne, being ond@iof the few remaining 
memorials of Brench possessions, but 


its orizin can foe, distinctly traced to 
an Indian source, ' 

We have seen elsewhere tnat the 
country lying north of Lake Onta- 
rio was called jthe “Country of the 
Northern Iroquois’. To zhe south 
of ithe dake yyas the Iroguois country 
proper, Among ithe several mations 
which camposed the [roquois con- 
federation were the Seneques, com- 
monly, called Seneca. ‘Wentworth 
Greenhalgh, in the London Docu- 
ments, writing of a journey in May, 
1677, from Albany to the Indians 
westward, says; “Tha Seneques have 
four towns, viz., Canazgora, Tiothal- 
ton, Canoenada and Keint-he—which 
canfgined about twenty-four ‘houses, 
and was well furnished with corn.” 
Now, the Indiay term Keint-he, be it 
remembered, was written by, an Enz- 
lish explorer, and, of course, was 
spelled in accordance with the pro- 
nungiations of the Indians. Every- 
one kEnows that the letters of the 
alphabet have a different sound in 
the French lanzua If, therefore, 
a French writer were to write the 
English term Keint-he, it is ngt un> 
Jikely he would spell it Kenta or 
Kente. Examining the otd French 
maps made by, some of ‘the carly 
travellers throuzh Canada, but bear- 
ing dates subsequent to 1677, we find 
marked with distinctness an Indian 
village. sometimes in one place,some- 
times another, (by name on a num- 
bre of different maps, which we may, 
have examined in various libraries in 
Canada, aud in ithe imperial library, 
in Paris. 

It is not always spelled Kente, 
sometimes ib is Kante, and upon one 
it ig Kenti, and upon the map is Yhe 
imperial libxary in Paris, it is Ken- 
to, This Indian village has its lo- 
cation upon most of the maps at the 
extremity of Hay Bay, but upon a 
few it is placed at the south shore of 
the peninsular of Prince Edward. 
Upon one map it is put at South Bay, 
while in another, Wappoose Island, 
is called Islo de Quinte; hence it is 
inferred \that a branch of the Seneca 
tribe, separated from jthe main body, 
had removed to ithe north of the lake 
and settled probably, first at South 
Bay, and afterwards, or al) certain 
seaons, visited Hay Bay, ito which, 
in time, Uhey, jgave their nam>—that 
of Kente, according (to the pronun- 
ciation of tho French. It was an 
sy matter to convert Kente into 
Quinte, In other, words we find that 
KK and Qu are used indifferently am- 
on3 carly writers-of New France ; for 
instance, Quebeo is Spelled by early 
writers, Kebeo. The origin of ithe 
word Quinte, seems, in this way, to 
be perfectly clea 

This communication on ithe subject 
of the orizin of the name “Bay of 
Quinte.” which was lately asked for, 
was received from A, G, Parker, of 
the Bank of Montreal, Hamilton, by 


one of my literary friends who has 
handed it ta me for publicution. Mr. 
Parker adds 7 I procured the enclosed 
extracts from the book owned by Ar- 
thur MoGinnis, tho one antiquarian 
of Belleville, ithe one only; man ‘there 
to speak on ithe subject. The the- 
ory of a Erench officer named Quinte 
haying given his name to Che bay, 
he thinks an unlikely one. Itscems 
prebly clear that ¢he name had an 
lndian derivation. Dr. William Can- 
nif{ believed in "Kente’, an In- 
dian ‘town in Prince Edward county, 
to the south of the bay.” ‘i

shillings al year to support it. 

The tourist azent speaks of Ber- 
muda as tho “Land of the Lily and | 
the Rose”, whicl is correct enough, 
since lilies ure zrown by the acre for 
the bulbs, which American florists 
force into Eastern blooms, and of 
roses |there is plenty the year 
arouid. Really, the onion and tbe 
potato extract! tha most wealth from 
the tand. , 1 

The farmer jzrows from one to tour 
crops a year of many of her pro- 
ducts Cultivation is confined chiefly 
to Lbo hollows where the soil has uc- 
cumulated in pockets over the coral 
beds which form the islands. This soil 
in most place is nol more than ten 
to eighteen inches deep, a mellow 
Joam which looks like finely powdered 
cpcoa. 4 

Truck farming is scarcely consider- 
ed. Potatoes and onions and lily bulbs 
are too easily, raised, and several hun- 
dred and even a thousand dollars or 
more profit may be made from a 
single acre. But with prices fulling 
and the Texana growing vast quan- 
tities of onions. Bermuda will eyen- 
tually hayoe ta turn to other crops, 

The working farmen here is a Port- 
uguese, He was imported as a farm 
Jaborer, but by ‘thrift and \zood man- 
agement, has become a tenant instead 
of a hired man aud now raises cer- 
tainly half, if not more than half the 
crops of Bermuda. 

PRAISD FOR THE NEGRO. 

The nejzro ia not the problem he is 
in our own southern states. Of the 
17,000 souls on the islands about six 
ty on seventy! per cent. are nezroes. 
They are law abiding and remarkably 
industrious citizens, on the ayeraze 
very welt educated by che colony, and 
they surpriso a stranzer by speaking 
with the accent of an Enzlishman, 
with little or no nezro dialect. 

When the Bermudan wishes to 
build a houso he removes from the 
site the top soil, which will probably 
be not above ten inches thick, per- 
haps Jess . Unless ‘this is coral lime- 
stone, a little harder to cut tthan 
cheese. Instead of dizizing this out 
with pick and shovel, he saws it into 
| blocks, sets it, in the sun'to dry, and 
by the time he has excayated his cel- 
lar the blocks are hard, stone fit to 
be mado into the walls of the house. 

He mixes af little cement and lime 
with his shavings and all his mater- 
ials are at hand. These cool stone 
houses, limewashed a dazzling white, 
shine out through the deep‘zreen juni- 
per trees and stand on the rocky 
shores above the wonderful ultra- 
marine blue water, with its thousand 
iridescent: hues, a picturesque in the 
panorma of beauty.

Hd is the most profitable 
horse to preduco on the farm, not 
alone for tha farm team work, but 
as a farm product for sale ta the 
draft horse user. The biz horse 
sells for mora money than any oth- 
er type of horse and sells more read- 
ily, consequently is the horse that 
the horsebreeder should devote his 
time and attention to, in produc- 
tion. 

The \zreat’ provafencs of the me- 
dium size and small horse of no par- 
ticular breed on breeding, is an il- 
Justration of the same feature that 
appears in the cattle breeding of the 
country which is termed scrub cat- 
tle. There is a jgeneral tendency 
among cattle ownera and horse own- 
ers to believe that the common ani- 
mal is the cheap animal, cheaper to 
buy, cheaper td keep and an animal 
adapted to their conditions and needs. 
The common dealer und owner of live 
stock counts mora in number of « 
imals on the farm than in quality. 
Most farmers would rather have fif- 
ty head of common scrub ‘horses or 
cattle jzgrazing on their pastures than 
twenty-five hizh (grades or full

To the majority of hors: owners

They ren- 
dered lesd arduous the settlement of 
the interior of those provinces by 
furnishinz a base of supplies to the 
subsequent colonists from the older 
countries, ae ave to Canadian 
life four of the Fathers of Confeder- 
ation, and men prominent in liter- 
ature, law, and education. The beau- 
tiful tarmsaround the Bay of Quinte, 
and tha orchards of the zara djs- 
trict, recall the enerzy and persever- 
ance of those men who blazed the 
first road ‘throwzh the forest that 
covered those lands, and broke the 
first sod in thosg fertile fields. But 
most important of all — faithful in 
their loyalty to Great Britain, they. 
formed, with the French-Canadians 
of Quebec; an anti-annexation party 
that exercised no small influence on 
the political destiny of the country. 
Therefore, the speaker concluded, 
while we honor our Frengh-Canad- 
ian co-relizionists who proyed their 
fidelity, td their country in the days 
of Montzomery and Arnold, and their, 
valor at Chateauzuay, we cannot 
withhold our mede of praise from 
those brays men who, ‘thouzh cuilty 
at times of narrowness and politi- 
eal selfishness, nevertheless proved 
their loyalty in the war of 1812, and 
helped td secure for us that liberty 
which wo enjoy under the British 
flaz.

SHOT BY CHARETTE 


Detective Picard Testifies re 
Buckingham Strike Riot. 
STRIKERS BEGAN FIRING 


According to the Evidence of F. Smith 
—Same Witness Testified That Alex. 
Maclaren Fired a Revolver, But 
Not Until After Strikers Began 
to Fire—F. Kingsbury Found 
Unconscious—Who Beat Him? 


Buckingham, Que., Oct. 20.—Detec- 
tive Picard, who was wounded in last 
week's strike riot here, was the prin- 
cipal witness at the inquest yesterday 
morning. He said that he was shot by 
Hilaire Charette, one of the prominent 
rioters. 

F. Smith, another witness, swore he 
saw Alexander Maclaren firing a re 
volver, but that was not until after 
the strikers had begun to fire. He 
saw rifles brought to the scene of the 
riot in a buggy and distributed among 
the strikers. The strikers began the 
firing, he stated. 

Bailiff Cummings was the first man 
stretched out. He was hit with a club. 
Chief of Police Kiernan stated on 
Wednesday that Cummings fell back 
into his arms when he was hit, but 
Smith yesterday swore Cummings fell 
on the ground. 

Some of the evidence is yery con- 
tradictory. The inquest was adjourn- 
ed owing to Picard feeling faint. 

Louis Renaud, one of the witnesses, 
swore that the police fired fifteen to 
twenty shots before the stfikers open- 
ed fire, while other evidence had gone 
to show the reverse. 

Albert Maclaren, one of the pro- 
prietors of the mill, could not say who 
fired first. 

Mistaken For Mayor, Is Beaten. 

The finding of Frank Kingsbury in 
an unconscious state near Masson Sta- 
tion Thursday night created consider- 
able alarm among Buckingham people, 
and the impression went «abroad that 
strike hostilities were not yet ended. 

The supposition is that Kingsbury 
was mistaken for Mayor Vallilee, 
Manager of the Maclaren Co,, on ac- 
count of his driving outfit, and was at- 
tacked by strikers, who have greater 
enmity for the manager than they 
have for the Maclarens. 

Kingsbury ig employed as a yard- 
man for W. H. Kelly, a Buckingham 
lumber manufacturer. He went to 
meet his employer, who was coming 
from Ottawa by train. When Mr. 
Kelly reached Masson he found his 
horse and buggy waiting alone. He 
Jooked around for the driver, and soon 
discovered: Kingsbury lying on the 
road in a helpless state. 

Kingsbury was cut about the head 
in several places, and was unable to 
tell what had happened. Kelly could 
not gather from him whether or not 
there had been a runaway, but that 
seemed unlilcely, 

Byen after several hours, he was un- 
able to explain the curlous Incident, 
saying that he remembered nothing 
from the time he drove down the hill. 


Railway Heavily Fined. 

New York, Oct. 20.—Judge Holt, dn 
the U. 8, Clreult Court yesterday, im- 
posed a fine of $108,000 on the New 
York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Co. for granting rebates to Lowell 
M. Palmer, who has charge of trans- 
Bortation for the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co, There were six counts, and 
a fino of $18,000 was !mposed on each. 
Frederick L, Pomeroy, assistant mana- 
ger of the New York Central, was fin- 
ed $1,000 on each count, a total of 
$8,000. 


Standard Oil “Guilty.” 


Findlay, Ohio, Oct. 20.—After delib- 
erating 32 hours, the jury in the case 
of the State of Ohlo against the Stand- 
ard Oil Co, of Ohio, returned a verdict 
of “guilty” on the charge of conspiracy 
against trade, in violation of the Val- 
entine Anti-Trust Law.

W’GILL IN THE DOCK | 


Ex-Bank General Manager Did 
Not Elect or Plead. 


MR. COCKBURN ARRAIGNED 


President of tho Ontario Bank Pleads 
“Not Guilty,” and Wero Remand- 
ed For One Wesk — Charged In 

Toronto Police Court With Hav- 
ing Made Faiss Returns to the 
Government—The Lawyers. 


Toronto, Oct. 20.—The preliminaries 
in the criminal proceadings arising out 
of the collapse cf the Ontarlo Banlc 
aaly occupied the attention of tho Po- 
lice Court for about ten minutes yes- 
terday morning. 59th Chas. McGill 
and G. R, R. Cockburn were remanded 
for one week. 

Mr Cockburn, who is charged with 
signing the statements Mr. McGlll is 
charged with preparing, stood near 
his fellow-defendant in court yester- 
day, but they did not speak as they 
passed by. The temperature between 
them was several degrees below nor- 
mal. 

McGill Did Not Plead Or Elect. 

The first defendant called was the 
late general manager. Col. Denison 
read the Indictment, which alleged 
that the defendant, “being the gener- 
al manager of the Ontario Bank, a 
body corporate, did make statements 
and returns to the Minister of Finance 
and Receiver-General, known by him, 
Charlés McGill, to be false, in material 
particulars, to wit, in the information 
returned and shown under the heading 
of “current loans in Canada,” the 
amounts there shown being in excess 
of the true amount of about one mil- 
Mon dollars, with intent to deceive the 
shareholders and creditors of the said 
bank.” 

Mr. B. F. B. Johaston asked for a 
week's remand. “I do not know the 
particulars,” he said, “and desire time 
to examine into the case.” Mr. James 
Bicknell, who assisted Crown Attorney 
Corley, added that the prosecution was 
not yet ready. The magistrate set 
October 26th as the date for the next 
appearance of the defendant. 

Mr. Cockburn Pleads “Not Guilty.” 

“What about Mr. Cockburn,” en- 
quired his Worship. 

The president of the defunct bank 
had been sitting at the lawyers’ table 
with his counsel, Mr. Frank Arnoldi, 
K.C,, and immediately rose, while Col. 
Denison read the charge that he “wil- 
fully made false monthly returns to 
the Minister of Finance and Receiver- 
General under the provisions of ‘the 
Bank Act. 1890.” 

“We are ready to go on to-day,” 
said Mr. Arnoldi, “if the Crown is pre- 
pared.” 

Mr. Bicknell replied that the case 
would have to stand over with the 
other, and the counsel for the defence 


announced, “Well, Mr. Cockburn 
pleads not guilty.” 

Mr. Cockburn left immediately in 
company with his counsel; the magis- 
trate renewed Charles McGill's bail of 
$50,000. 

James Bicknell, K.C., represented 
the Bankers’ Association during the 
proceedings. Crown Attosney Corley 
and County Crown Attorney Drayton 
represented the Crown. 


Actiaentar Seatn. 

Metcalf, Oct. 20—An inquest was 
held here yesterday by Dr. Baptte, 
county coroner, and the following ver- 
dict was rendered: 

“As that on the 18th day of October, 
1906, In the 6th concession Osgood, on 
or about lot 31, Harry Cummings came 
to his death by a bullet wound in 
the left breast, caused by a gunshot 
accidentally discharged while in his 
own hands after heing handed to him 
‘by a comrade while out hunting.” 


Bridge Builder Drowns. 


Belleville, Oct. 20—News has been 
received in this city that John Shan- 
non, whose home was in Tyendinaga 
Township, not far from Belleville, was 
drowned Thursday at Three Rivers, 
Quebec. The deceased was a bridge- 
builder by occupation, and was em- 
ployed by a Toronto bridge-building 
concern when the accident happened. 


He was 25 years of age and unmar- 
ried. 


Magyar Mast Hang.
